LIVING WITHOUT FOOD. 

It is true that many chronic diseases all the 
world over arise from eating too much. B it 
it is possible, on the other hand, to eat too 
little; and we doubt whether many could 
maintain a healthy existence on the meagre 
diet of such medical philosophers as the cele¬ 
brated Cornaro. How long one could con¬ 
trive to live without eating anything at all is 
a question which few will be inclined to un¬ 
dertake the practical solution. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, it has been solved over and over again in 
the case of many an accident and many a 
deed of cruelty. 

Without something to eat or drink man will 
not live beyond a few days, or at most a week. 
Access to water, however, makes a great dif¬ 
ference. There is a well-known case of an 
Ayrshire miner who lived twenty-three days 
buried in a coal mine, without swallowing 
anything but small quantities of a charlybeate 
water sucked through a straw. He had the 
advantage of being shut up in a contaminated 
atmosphere, which, by diminishing nervous 
sensibility, lessened the cravings of hunge'. 
Even more remarkable examples of prolong¬ 
ed abstinence might be given. Persons, in¬ 
deed, have been found in coal-pits and mines, 
and in other situations where there was not a 
mouthful of food, hut where water was to be 
had, as long as six weeks after seclusion, still 
alive, though of course in a very feeble state; 
and a small daily allowance of food has {sup¬ 
ported life longer even tiian that, as in some 
cases of shipwreck and other accidents at sea. 
Berard quotes the example of a convict who 
died of starvation after sixty-three days; hut 
in this case water was taken. Cases of al¬ 
leged fasting longer than this are certainly in 
most cases due to imposture. The insane ap¬ 
pear to bear fasting better than in their sober 
senses, and in some morbid conditions of the 
body nourishment may certainly be done 
without for a surprising length of time.

VILLAGE SOCIETY IN WINTER. 

First. As to sewing clubs; the work should 
be carefully restricted to such embroidery, 
etc., as cannot be done by women who earn 
their living by their needle. The justice ot 
this ought to be at once apparent; but it is, as 
a rule, overlooked. We have known the plain 
sewing taken from the seamstresses ot a vil¬ 
lage, and given to church clubs, tor a winte* , 
the consequence of which was, hungry women 
asking parish help, and a stained-glass win¬ 
dow back of the pulpit. . 

Second. In reading-clubs, let the time for 
each reader be limited by inflexible rule. It 
tiiis is not done, there will be lound in eveij ^ 
such club, at least one dogmatic, selfish read¬ 
er who will force his voice and author upon c 
the club, until in disgust and weariness the j 
members fall off and the experiment fails. j 
Thirdly. It we may trench upon a most ^ 
delicate topic, we would suggest that in mere¬ 
ly social combinations, for the purpose of mu- I 
sic, dancing or conversation, the old caste | 
lines of the town be disregarded. There is ( 
no despotism more narrow or cruel than the ^ 
aristocracy of a village. New blood and new 
ideas would generally revivify it; outside of 
the so-called “good society” of such a place 
which has been fenced in for two or three 
generations is frequently found the larger pro¬ 
portion of intelligence, culture, and breadth 

of thought. . 

Fourthly. The great want experienced by 
cultured men and women in a small town is of 
books, periodicals, etc., which, individually, 
they are not able to buy. There are very few 
circulating libraries in American towns of a 
population less than ten thousand. This want 
can be obviated in _u measure by a friendly 
combination between certain families or indi¬ 
viduals, in which each contributes a certain 
number of books to a common stock; these 
books are loaned to the members in turn. 

A more formal and much better way is the 
formation of a book-club, such as were com¬ 
mon in England before the establishment of 
Mudie, in which each member pays at the be¬ 
ginning a certain sum, with which as many 
books arc purchased as there are members, J 
each one choosing a book; these pass in regu- 
, lar rotation from hand to hand, reiu«ining a 
l fortnight with each reader; twenty books may 
r thus be read for the cost of one. When the 
books have passed around the circle, they are 
l sold to members for the benefit ot the club.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

The quiet town of Sheffield, up in Berk¬ 
shire county, was horrified last Friday morn¬ 
ing by the discovery that Mr. and Mrs. David 
Stillman, a worthy couple aged about 70, had 
been foully murdered tiie night before. The 
murdered man was found on tiie lounge with 
his head smashed in, and his wife was at the 
foot of the cellar stairs with her head cut 
open by an ax, which lay near by. John fen 
Eyck, a colored man, met a boy near Still¬ 
man’s the night before and asked if lie could 
buy butter there, and a pail of butter, with 
steelyards beside it, was found on the table. 
Ten Eyck was arrested and lodged in jail at 
Pittsfield. Blood was found on his clothes. 
He denies all knowledge of the deed, but has 
a bad character, and has been in jail twice be¬ 
fore. A fire had been started in the attic of 
the house with kerosene, and had charred the 
woodwork. Ten Eyck had a hearing at Great 
Barrington on Thursday, and was bound over 
to await the action of the grand jury next 
month. He narrowly escaped lynching by 
the incensed crowd as he was being taken 
from the court room. They had a rope ready 
for him, and the determined attitude of the 
officers with drawn revolvers was all that 
saved his neck. 

A prominent citizen of Northampton upon 
inquiring into his son’s lavish expenditure of 
money recently, found that it was part of §100 
hush money paid him by a prominent mer¬ 
chant as the price of the hoy’s silence in ref¬ 
erence to an unfortunate situation in which 
the boy had accidentally discovered his moth¬ 
er and the merchant not long ago.

KEEPING CELERY IN WINTER. 

Celery during the winter should be kept 
from hard freezing on the one hand, and on 
the other from warmth that will induce growth. 

If put in a warm place, the center will grow 
at the expense of the outer stalks, which will 
soon become exhausted, hollow, and useless. 
The same trouble will occur if the celery is 
stored in a cool place in too large masses. 
Being quite dormant, it will, like so much 
dead vegetable matter, if there is a large 
quantity together, ferment and decay. Anoth¬ 
er important matter is the exclusion of light. 

If put up quite green, and no light reaches it, 
celery will, in a few weeks, become blanched 
and tender. To recapitulate: The celery 
I must be kept cool, but not freeze; must not 
be in so large masses as to heat, and must be 
kept perfectly dark. The method followed 
by market gardeners around New York meets 
these requirements. A trench is dug 10 or 12 
inches wide, 10 inches being better than wider, 
as deep as the plants are tall. Of course a 
place must be chosen where there will be no 
trouble from water entering the trendies, and 
provision made for surface drainage. When 
there is danger of actual freezing—moderate 
frosts do not hurt the celery—the plants are 
taken up, with what earth may adhere to the 
roots, and set upright as close together as pos¬ 
sible in the trenches. Some litter, such as 
straw, marsh hay, or leaves, is thrown over, a 
little at first, but as the weather becomes cold, 
the covering is increased, until finally it is at 
least a foot thick. In putting away celery in 
trenches, we have modified this plan some¬ 
what; we have made the trenches so deep that 
the tops of the plants were quite below the 
level, then put strips of board across here and 
there, as needed, and on these arc laid short 
boards, old box covers, or any spare shoit 
, stuff. Later, leaves or straw are put over 
these. This greatly facilitates getting at ihe 
celery in winter; the boards that coyer the 
1 trench being in short pieces, it is handier than 
: if they were full length. Still, in heavy 
, snows, or what is worse, the trenches are cov¬ 
ered with snow that has been rained upon and 
; frozen, it is sometimes difficult to get at the 
5 celery, and those who have a cool cellar will 
; do well to adopt, for a share of their crop at 
3 least. Mr. Henderson’s plan of putting it away 
i in boxes. Rough boxes are made about 9 
- inches wide, as long as may be convenient, 
e with sides a little less in bight than the celery. 
o These have an inch or two of sand or sandy 
g soil placed in them, and the celery stacked in 
t closely the same as in the trenches. If the 
n main crop is put away in trenches outside, it 
it will be convenient to have one or more boxes 
i, of this kind in the cellar, from which to take 
; what is needed for the table, as one is then 
e independent of the weather, and in a favora- 
il ble time the boxes may he replenished from 
k the trenches .—American Agriculturist.

ARA3 MAXIMS. 

I. Let your colt be domesticated and live 
with you from his tenderest age, and when a 
horse he will be simple, docile, faitliul and in¬ 
ured to hardship and fatigue. 

II. Do not beat your horses, nor speak to 
them in a loud tone of voice; do not get an- 
g ry with them, but kindly reprove their faults ; 
they will do better thereafter, for they under¬ 
stand the language of man and its meaning. 

III. If you have a long day’s journey, 
spare your horse at the start; let him fre¬ 
quently walk to recover his wind. Continue 
this until he has sweated and dried three 
times, and you may ask of him what you 
please, he will not leave you in difficulty. 

IV. Observe your horse when he is drink- 
in” at a brook. If in bringing down his head 
lie remains square, without bending his limbs, 
he possesses sterling qualities, and all parts 
of his body are built symmetrically. 

V. Four tilings he must have broad—front, 
chest, loins and limbs; four things long 
neck, chest, fore-arm and croup; four things 
short— pasterns, back , ears and tail.

LETTER FROM SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Greenville, or Mountain City, S. C., 

Dec. 20, 1S77. 

Bear Journal : —As I promised some time 
ago to write you concerning our newly adopt¬ 
ed home, and as the dear familiar face of the 
Journal arrives weekly to remind me of that 
promise, I have set my house in order and be¬ 
gun operations. I will begin with a little 
sketch taken from the city directory, com¬ 
piled and published by the Daily News Co., 
and which does them much credit. 

“There is no place in the South so celebra¬ 
ted for beauty of location and healtlifulness 
of climate as that of Greenville, S. C. Situ¬ 
ated at the foot of Blue Ridge, it lias an ex¬ 
tent of mountain scenery embracing the high 
peaks in Georgia and North Carolina, Table 1 
Rock land^JCassar’s Head, the Saluda Moun- 1 
tains, Hog*Back, Paris and Pine Mountains. ( 
All the above ranges can be seen from the 
city, giving a panoramic view which is unsur¬ 
passed for grandeur and sublimity.” 1 

Visitors from the lower portion of the State t 
spend the greater part of the year in and j 
about the city seeking health and pleasure. , 
Greenville is connected by rail with Charles- \ 
ton, 250 miles, also Columbia, the capital of , 
the State^by the Greenville and Columbia R. ^ 
R., 140 miles. The Peidmont “air line,” , 
from Charlotte, S. C., to Atlanta, Ga., has a , 
large depot in the west end of the city. Why j 
it is named air line is a mystery to every trav- ( 
eler who has occasion to pass over it, for it is ] 
certainly the most crooked road I ever passed . 
over. It is said, and very near the truth, 
that a train of 25 cars will make the letter S 
three or four times in every mile. However, 
the road is well equipped And the trains make ! 
fast time. 

Greenville has improved rapidly in the past 
two years. Several hundred buildings have 
been erected, including some fine large brick 
blocks with iron fronts. Modern residences 
and cottages are to be seen all over the city, 
and new ones are constantly going up. 

The horse railroad is the latest addition to 
the city, the curs of which are kept running 
night "and day. The city lacks public water 
works, which are greatly needed, and would 
prove a paying investment. I understand 
they have the best of facilities for producing 
a never-failing supply. With all her beauty 
and natural advantages, Greenville lacks two 
great essentials : Main street is in a deplora¬ 
ble condition; every time there comes a heavy 
rain, mud is nearly knee deep; ’tis not an un¬ 
frequent sight, at such times, to see large four- 
mule wagons stuck in the middle of the street. 
The sidewalks at such times arc only a little 
better. If some enterprising Yank who un¬ 
derstands putting down good concrete would 
come down. I think he could get plenty of 
work. 

There are two printing offices; the Daily 
and Weekly News, a lively, wide-awake pa¬ 
per, and the Mountaineer. The institutions 
of learning are excellent. The Furman 
(free) University, Patrick’s High School, and 
the Greenville Female College, besides a 
goodly number of private schools, where sev¬ 
eral hundred students are in daily attendance. 

There are beautiful fair grounds of over 30 
acres about a mile from the court house, and 
a good deal of interest is manifested in the 
exhibitions. The population of the city is 
; variously estimated all the way from 7,000 to 
; 10,000 inhabitants. 

\ There are several items of interest I could 
speak of, but fear I have already trespassed 
on the space alotted me, so will close with a 
r word to northerners looking southward. Be 
sure and see Greenville before locating, or 
you may, like myself, repent it. It is so 
3 much like our northern cities (except the 
1 muddy streets) that one feels at home from 
the start. There is plenty of rich and fertile 
’ land surrounding the city, for sale and to rent, 
and this is the great need of the South—more 
3 northern farmers to come and occupy the 
land. Plowing can he done almost every 

I day in the year. You will be welcomed by a 
U kindly disposed people. With a good govern- 

II ment, as we now have, and plenty of northern 
^ emigrants, this part of the country will be the 
' grandest on the face of the globe; it wants 
1 ‘ only to be known to be appreciated. Come 
n South, young man; come to Greenville.

It was a royal 
occasion, and one which will long be remem¬ 
bered by those who were so fortunate as to be 
among the chosen guests. 

Fancy a table crowned with guests like 
Whittier, Emerson, Longfellow and Holmes, 
four names most revered in American litera¬ 
ture, a quartette whose equal is rarely seen 
the world over. Beside these were Whipple,

of his predecessors have surpassed, Charles 
Dudley Warner, the freshest and cheeriest of 
our writers, who has never grown up, as his 
last book, “Being a Boy,” distinctly proves, 
John Boyle O’Reilly, the fiery young Irish 
refugee, who, coming here a few years, ago 
in poverty and exile, unknown and unfriend¬ 
ed, has won for himself a proud place in lit¬ 
erature, H. E. Scudder, the author of the 
charming Bodlcy Books, and Samuel L. 
Clemens, under which formal appellation the 
majority of the world won’t recognize the 
prince of good fellows, Mark Twain. Do you 
think we need to fear for the future of our 
national literature, with men like these to take 
the places of those who are passing away ? 
Holmes lmd a poem in which he paid the lov- 
liest tribute to Whittier, Longfellow and Low¬ 
ell. Isn’t this reference to Whittier exquisite? 
“And the wood thrush of Essex, you know whom 
I mean, 

Whose song echoes round us, while he sits unseen, 
Whose heart-throbs of verse through our memories 
thrill , , 

Like a breath from the woods, like a breeze from 
the hill. 

We think it the voice of a seraph that sings— 
Alas, we remember that angels have wings— 

What story is this of the day of his birth? 

Let him live to a hundred, we want him on earth.'

About one hundred and fifty 
guests have been invited, including the 
Cabinet and old personal and army friends of 
the President. 


It is said that Alexander Stephens’s com¬ 
mittee on weights and measures will report a 
bill requiring the government to use the 
metric system in all its transactions. Its 
adoption by all civilized nations is probably 
only a question of time. 


Forefatiiek’s Day was celebrated by the 
New England Society in New York last Sat¬ 
urday night, the banquet being graced by the 
presence of President Hayes, Secretary 
Evarts, President Eliot of Harvard, Presi¬ 
dent Porter of Yale and other notables. 


A Grand banquet was given by Cyrus W. 
Field at Delmonico’s in New York Wednes¬ 
day night, to celebrate the present and pro¬ 
spective success of the elevated railway. It 
was a notable gathering, including Secretary 
of the Treasury Sherman, Peter Cooper, 
William Cullen Bryant, William Orton and 
many other prominent gentlemen, who repre¬ 
sented in capital over three hundred millions 
of dollars. 


Siberia comes to the front through the 
glowing accounts of Capt. Wiggins, an Eng¬ 
lishman, who reports a practicable route to 
the North Pole, with an open sea all the way; 
and he proposes to organize a line of steam¬ 
ers to open to the world the timber, grain and 
mineral resources of Siberia. One mine 
yielded seven tons of gold this year. Wheat 
is sold for fifteen dollars a ton, and beef is 
one cent a pound. 


It is said that the winter of 1857, twenty- 
one years ago, resembled the present winter, 
no snow falling till nfter the first of January, 
and a long spell of unusually pleasant weath¬ 
er continuing up to the time the snow came.

The Legislature for 1878 meets on Wednes¬ 
day of next week, and an organization will be 
effected without delay, as the contest for offi¬ 
cers will not amount to much. President 
Coggswell of the Senate and Speaker Long 
of the House will be re-elected without any 
trouble, and Clerk Marden of the House, 
against whom Mr. Bridgman of Amherst is 
going to run, will probably hold his place. 
The Governor’s message will get along by 
Friday,and the General Court will be all ready 
to start off on business by a week from Mon¬ 
day. 


President Hayes went to New York last 
week Friday .and had a royal reception at the 
rooms of the Union League in the evening. 
On Saturday he formally opened the Ameri¬ 
can Museum of Natural History, which is de¬ 
signed to be one of the largest and most com¬ 
plete institutions of its kind in existence. 
The present building cost $700,000, but is 
only a small part of the proposed structure, 
which will cover when completed a space 850 
feet long by 650 feet wide. President Eliot 
of Harvard delivered the address of the oc¬ 
casion. 


It is predicted that President Hayes is com¬ 
ing around into full sympathy with the Re¬ 
publican party, and will give up his efforts to 
win the Democracy of the South, who do not 
win as readily as expected. He has been fol¬ 
lowing the advice of Evarts and Schurz 
till they have led him away from his real 
friends and injured the Republican party. 
At heart no doubt the President means well, 
and has all along thought the people approved 
of his policy. The surest way for him to find 
out to the contrary would be to take a short 
trip away from Washington incog. 


The latest theory to account for this unu¬ 
sually mild weather is that old Mother Earth, 
forgetting the steao'y habit of ages past, has 
abandoned her orbit and is rushing toward 
the sun “licketty-split.” In proof of this the 
unusual size and brilliancy of Mars in Octo¬ 
ber and November, and the discovery of its 
two satellites, are cited, as also the absence 
of the regular meteoric showers last month, 
explainable, it is held, only by the fact that 
the earth ba3 gone out of their path. This 
theory will be food and drink to the old fash¬ 
ioned Millerites, and may perhaps add a little 
to the nervousness of people already nervous, 
but most people will require considerable 
more convincing evidence of its truth before 
taking much stock in it. 


Is There a Hell 1 

Whether there is or is not a place of end¬ 
less conscious suffering for the impenitent 
dead, is a question which is now being much 
discussed. The agitation of the subject be¬ 
gan with the late Indian Orchard council, and 
it appears that quite a number of clergymen 
in the- Congregational denomination do not 
hold the strict views on this point which were 
formerly considered essential. Even Rev. 
Dr. Porter, President of Yale College, and 
Rev. Dr. Hopkins, ex-President of Williams 
College, voted recently to install a minister 
who is heterodox on the subject. And now 
Canon Farrar of Westminster Abbey, Lon¬ 
don, in a couple of recent sermons, has taken 
the startling ground that the words hell and 
damnation should be stricken out of the Bible 
altogther. His remarks are of especial sig¬ 
nificance, inasmuch as they were addressed 
to the distinguished divines who are now en¬ 
gaged in revising the Bible, a work which be¬ 
gan several years ago and which will not be 
completed for some years yet. 

The question is one of vital importance to 
the whole human family, reaching to the very 
foundation of religion. There are people 
enough who are ready and anxious to find 
reasons for not believing in eternal punish¬ 
ment, and it surely is not a welcome thought 
to any one. But it is a matter in which one 
cannot afford to jump hastily at conclusions. 
The Christian Church has for ages accepted 
the doctrine as true, and should the scholarly 
divines who are now revising the Bible dis¬ 
card it altogether, the Church would be shak¬ 
en to its very foundations. There is no rea¬ 
son for expecting such a result, however, 
though the result of their labors is to be kept 
a profound secret until completed. In the 
meantime, if there is a hell, those who be¬ 
lieve in it and have taken the necessary meas¬ 
ures to escape its terrors, would seem to have 
a much better prospect for their future happi¬ 
ness than those who believe its existence a 
myth, and by their lives court its penalties. 


Sheriff Sanderson must imagine this 
section of the county to be a bad region 
to need three deputies in Palmer within 
a stone’s throw of each other, and one 
in Monson, the whole section heretofore 
having had only two such officers.

If 
he goes through the county in this way, one 
may run across a deputy sheriff at almost 
every corner, and the position will be consid¬ 
ered dog cheap. Mr. Sanderson had a meet¬ 
ing of friends to direct him in his appoint¬ 
ments, and he evidently fell among bad advis¬ 
ers. There is an unpublished chapter about 
these matters, commencing before election, 
which it may be well to publish by and by. 


Gen. Butler lias broken silence on Presi¬ 
dential matters at a Club supper, last Satur¬ 
day evening, at Boston. He believes in the 
Silver bill and thinks it will pass, veto or. no 
veto. He don’t believe in Hayes’s reconcilia¬ 
tion policy, and says the civil service reform 
is never heard of at Washington, and he don’t 
know what it means. As for the future of the 
Republican party he thinks that all depends 
upon the President’s course. If he decides 
next February to return to the Republican 
party, all will be well, and the party can save 
New York in 18S0 and elect its President. If 
he decides to keep his present Cabinet, how 
ever, and to go with the Democrats, there 
will be a break up of parties, with new or¬ 
ganizations on questions of finance, tariff, etc. 


LOCAL BUSINESS NOTICES. 


There were two hangings last week Fri 
day, one in Maryland and one in New York.

Massachusetts is the strong¬ 
hold of the denomination, there being 132 
preachers, 90 churches and 6307 members in 
the State. New York comes next to this 
State.

College were reduced 10 per cent, in 1876 and 
5 per cent, this year, to pay for the $5000 or¬ 
gan for their chapel.

To Clean Black Cashmere. —If the cash¬ 
mere only requires cleaning, not washing, 
first give it a thorough dusting and cleaning;
